For so 
clever a man—and no one who heard his in- 
genious replies on the Monro business can deny 
his acuteness—he is really a miracle of incapacity. 
It is curious to note how utterly he has reversed 
the character that his practice at the Bar

Now 
all these successes are forgotten in the shadow of 
his irredeemable failure as a politician. А halt- 
ing and inconclusive speaker, a poor head of a 
great administrative department, and a man of 
weak and singularly faulty judgment, he has 
quarrelled with some of his best subordinates, 
and has contrived to rkl himself of them in a 
manner which reflects more credit on his inge- 
nuity than his loyalty. Take the Ruggles-Brise 
appointment, which Mr. Matthews withdrew 
after he had got rid of Mr. Monro. 


Mr. Ruggles-Brise 


is a young barrister, who only the other day, as 
it seems, was eating his dinners in the Temple. 
He is now a first-class clerk in the Home Office. 
His special duty is to coach Mr. Matthews in 
answers to questions in the House of Commons. 
He is, by universal testimony, a bright young 
official, who will do well. But the idea of pro- 
moting an inexperienced young official to a post 
involving the day-by-day controlof a force of 
nearly 15,000 policemen and detectives is little 
better than a piece of lunacy, especially when 
there were men like Mr. Howard, Colonel 
Roberts, and other Chief Constables who were 
ideally fitted for the position. But I am afraid I 
must add that it is just like Mr. Matthews. 

Nevertheless, I must say that he is not the 
only offender in this respect; nor is Mr. Ruggles- 
Brise the only private secretary coming of a 
good family whom his chief has endeavoured to 
foist on the service in place of better men. Only 
the other day a F. O. clerk was given a place 
high up in the Customs which was clearly due 
toa member of the staff. Tories, however, are 
no worse than Liberals in this matter. Of course, 
no one will accuse

They 
are in raptures with his promptitude, his ready 
consideration of grievances, his direct, simple 
memoranda, his reforms, his sense of justice, his 
readiness to put down small tyranny, his willing- 
ness to hear all sides to a dispute. “ Не don’t 
say much,” said one officer to me, ** but what he 
says you may rely on." His pensions plan was

Lillian Nordica, 
The Famous American Prima Donna. 


Wnar is there in the air of America that pro- 
duces such sweet-voiced vocalists? Of the many 
fair and fascinating songstresses the United 
States have given birth to—Ella Russell, Zélie de 
Lussan, and Lillian La Rue occur to me as I 
write—none is more charming, none more gifted, 
than Madame Nordica, of whom a portrait is 
here given. This lady with the dulcet voice— 
graceful and acceptable alike in ‘‘ Faust,” in

BRUSSELS’ GREAT BATTLE-FIELD: 
WATERLOO. 


(By Our Own Roving Correspondent.) 


WATERLOO is, of course, not a great city, but in 
my excursions I naturally take places by the 
way, and I think my friends in the British Isles 
will bear with me in just going over the battle- 
field which, seventy-five years ago (on Sunday, 
June 18, 1815), witnessed one of the most glorious 
of British victories—the famous fight vividly 
represented in the Waterloo Panorama in 
London. 

It is a most curious, by no means prearranged, 
coincidence that this letter will be published a 
day or two after the seventy-fifth anniversary of 
that proud and momentous event. At that dis- 
tant date there was no electric telegraph, no 
Reuter’s Agency to flash across the news of the 
grand victory with the quickness of lightning. 
There were even no railways and steamers to 
accelerate the conveyance of the intelligence of 
the final downfall of 

Napoleon I., 
and of the relief of Europe from the scourge of 
French invasions and encroachments. I was 
once told that the house of , 


Rothschild 


had secured by special contrivances the first in- 
telligence of that brilliant achievement. Be that 
asit may, let me take you to that battle-field, 
the remembrance of which cannot but fill the 
heart of every Britisher with just pride. 
I would advise those intending to make a tour 
through Belgium to see first 
The Waterloo Panorama 
in London, and again visit it on their return to 
England. They will then surely admit that the 
picture is a very clever vivid representation of 
that grand struggle. On the battle-field itself 
you have to tax your imagination to people the 
hills and plains with the soldiery of the contend- 
ing. armies, whereas, at the Panorama, the 
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Waterloo from Brussels. 

You may go by coach, by open carriage, or by 
rail; and, if you choose the latter means of con- 
veyance, there are plenty of flies at the station 
to take you at one franc a head to the not very 
distant field. If the contents of your pocket do 
not compel you, however, to think of the ex- 
pense, do as I did. Takea carriage and pair, 
aud drive direct to the place from Brussels. 

It was a lovely day when we—my Brussels 
friend and myself—started in the morning from 
the magnificent Grand Hótel de Bruxelles in the 
new Boulevard Anspach. Instead of going up 
the steep Montagne de la Cour, and thence 
straight to the

BRUNSWICK. MONUMENT 
AT QUATRE BRAS. 


THE monument to William Fred- 
erick, Duke ot Brunswick, erected 
at Quatre Bras on the spot where 
he fell, was unveiled last Sunday in 
presence of the German Minister, a 
deputation from Brunswick, repre- 
sentatives of the King of the Bel- 
gians, and an enormous crowd of the 
general public. General Wachholz 
delivered a speech, in which he traced 
the long and heroic career of the 
Duke, who fought for the German 
cause until he fell on that spot. 
Baron Von Cramon- Burgsdorff, act- 
ing on instructions from the Prince 
Regent of Brunswick, laid the first 
wreath upon the monument, and the 
oflicers of the deputation then also 
deposited flowers. After the cere- 
mony a memorial plate was affixed 
to the house in which the Duke 
ex pired.
